The Executive Secretary recommends that Enclosure A be approved subject., 
to the deletion of paragraph 11 of the Appendix thereto. This paragraph 
would require, the Director of central Intelligence to. 'Submit to the* National#' 
Security Council any recommendation which, two or more Intelligence Advisory*-'* 
Committee (IAC) members believe should be submitted. This is considered an . 
inappropriate 'Channel fear reaching the National Security Council by such. IAC 
msmbers, The 'proper channel for IAC members, which is recognized by the - * l'. 
wording of paragraph 12 of the Appendix, is through the heads of their re-;-- v 
spective departments or agencies who, with the exception of the Atomic En—^- 
ergy Commission, are members of the National Security Council. The Atomic 
Energy Commission, if it agrees with the recommendation of its Intelligence#* - 
Directcr, can of course submit such recommendation to the National . Security. 
Council for consideration. Unless the proper channel is used (and paragraph* 
11 is deleted) there is danger that the National Security Council will re- '* 1 
celve recommendations by IAC members with which their respective departmental 
heads do not concur. • j ’ v‘; L.V

Appointment of an Intelligence Advisory Committee 





1. Ths President's letter of 22 January 1946 established “fan Intelligen 
Advisory Board consisting of the heads, or their representatives, of the pri 
dpal military and civilian intelligence agencies of the Government having 
functions related to the national security, as determined by ths National In 
telligence Authority, to advise the, Dir ec tar of Central Intelligence. The 
National Security Act of 1947 makes' no specific provision far the .contAnuanc 
of the Intelligence Advisory Board nor for a successor. However,' Section 
303 (a) of the Act authorizes the Director of Central Intelligence (among 
others) to appoint such advisory committees as he may deam necessary in car- 
rying out his functions and the functions of the Agency under his control 
(Central Intelligence Agency). 

2. Recognizing the advantages to be derived from such an advisory grc- 
it is the proposal of the Director of Central Intelligence to appoint an In- 
telligence Advisory Committee -which will to all intents and purposes contin 
in existence the Intelligence Advisory Board established under the National 
Intelligence Authority by the President in his letter of 22- January 1946. 

3. It is therefore recommended that the Secretary of State and the Se 

retaries of the Amy, the Navy, end the Air Force (with the concurrence of 
Secretary of Defense and the Chairman, National Security Resources Board) e 
thorize the participation by appropriate members of their respective depart 
cents in ths Intelligence Advisory Committee proposed by the Director of 
Central Intelligence. t 

4. If this proposal is approved, the Director of .Central Intelligence 
will send the Appendix as an invitation to the officers designated by them 
and to the Intelligence Director of the Atomic Energy Commission.

I. The President's letter of 22 January 1946 esta b l i s h i n g the National 
Intelligence Authority and the Central Intelligence Group also provided: 



"(7) The Director of Central Intelligence shall be advised by an In- 
telligence Advisory Board consisting of the heads (or their representa- 
tives) of the principal military and civilian Intelligence agencies of 
the Government having functions related to national security, a?, deter- 
mined by the National Intelligence Authority."

2. The National Intelligence Authority determined in its Directive 
No. 1 that: 

"3. The compos i tion of the Intelligence Advisory Board will be 
flexible and will depend, in each instance, upon the subject matter 
under consideration. The Special Assistant to the Secretary of State 
in charge of Research and Intelligence, the Assistant Chief of Staff . 
Q-2, TOGS, the Chief of Naval Intelligence and the Assistant Chief off' 
'Air Staff, Intelligence (or 'their representatives) will be permanent,., 
numbers. You will Invite the head (or his representative) of any r V'-v 
other intelligence agency having functions related to the national \ 
security to sit a3 a member on all matters within the province of his 
agency. " 



3. The experience of three Directors of Central Intelligence has estab- 

lished that there are advantages in having the several agency intelligence 
chiefs available to him in an advisory capacity. As no provision is made* for 
the continuance of the Intelligence Advisory Board under the National Secur- 
ity Act of 1947, these advantages will be lost unless a similar advisory (body 
is constituted. ' V : ‘ 

4. Therefore under authority of Section 303 (a) of the National Securii 
Act of 1947, there is hereby appointed an Intelligence Advisory Committee to 
be composed of the intelligence representatives of the State, Army, Navy, an 
Air Departments, and the Atomic Energy Commission: 

"(a) This permanent membership will be expanded to include the head, 
(or their representatives) of other agencies having intelligence or re- 
lated functions on such occasions as their participation may be desirab' 

5. The Intelligence Advisory Committee will be called upon by the Dire 
tor of Central Intelligence to advise him in those matters related to the co 
rying out cf his functions and the functions of the Central Intelligence Age 
as set forth in the National Security Act of 1947. 








£>. The Director of Central Intelligence ■will supply from the personnel 
of the Central Intelligence Agency such secretarial assistance as -the :Cam-‘*v 
ad. t tee nay- require. - i! '*%*-*>& 3CT. 

7. The Intelligence Advisory Committee shall meet on the call of the 1 
Director of Central Intelligence. The Director of Central Intelligence or - 
hi 5 representative shall serve as Chairman. 



8 . The Secretariat will circulate to the other members of the Intelli- 
gence Advisory Committee all communications addressed to the Director of 
Central Intelligence by a member of the Inte ll igence Advisory Committee. 

Such papers shall bear an Intelligence Advisoiy Committee series number and v 
all subsequent papers related thereto shall easy a sub-number under the ' ‘ * 

originally assigned series numbers. 'Communications of the Director of Cen^ 
tral Intelligence to the Intelligence Advisory Committee shall be numbered 
in the same series. 

*"' * 9* The Intelligence Advisory Committee will hold itself available to 
advise the Director of Central Intelligence on such recommendations as the 
Director may plan to make to the National Security Council under authority 
of Section 102 (d)(2) of the National Security Act of 1947. In cases where Lj 
there is disagreement between the Director of Central Intelligence and any 1 
member of the Intelligence Advisory Committee in matters of the substance^of 
3uch recommendations, the Intelligence Advisory Committee member will prepare 
a formal statement of disagreement so that it may accompany the recommenda- 
tions of the Director of Central Intelligence to the National Security Council 

10. In order to obtain the considered opinion of the several intelUgenc* 
agencies represented in the Intelligence Advisory Committee, the Director of 
Central Intelligence will not as a matter of policy permit discussion by the 
Intelligence Advisory Committee of matters which members have not had oppor- 
tunity to study, including all related papers, and, where appropriate, have 
obtained the opinion of other members of their departments. 

V' 11. Any recommendation two or more Intelligence Advisory Committee mem- 
bers believe should be submitted to the National Security Council will ba 
submitted by the Director of Central Intelligence in such form as to set 
forth his recommendation and the comments of the Intelligence Advisory Com- 
mittee, 


12. The participation of any intelligence chief in the Intelligence Ad- 
visory Committee shall not be construed as precluding such intelligence chief 
from having access to the National Security Council through his regularly es- 
tablished departments! channels. 
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
